ASSESSMENT VALUES 
WILL BE NO HIGHER 


County Assessor Hayward of this 
county declares that present indica¬ 
tions were against any noticeable raise 
in the county assessment funds this 
year. This is despite the fact that the 
law divorcing state and county taxes 
look nearly $1,000,000 covering opera¬ 
tive properties, such as railroads, from 
the county rolls. The figure J^now 
stands in excess of $28,000,000, ac¬ 
cording to tiie 1911 assessment. Coun¬ 
ty rolls ten years ago showed a trifle 
over $14,000,000. The reason given for 
the county assessment remaining close 
to its present figure is the fact Jthat j 
the budget is not expected to be as 
large as last year. Other taxes will 
be less, owing to a diminishing of 
bonded indebtedness. An interesting 
fact in relation to the county assess¬ 
ment rolls is that practically all of the 
valuation is gained from, 100 of the 
•447 square miles of territory, and 
nearly all of the increase in the last 
ten years has been in the same area. 


The finding of the body of an un¬ 
known woman, well dressed, lying 
buried in seaweed and sand on the 
beach at San Diego, promises to add 
another unsolved mystery to police 
annals.

Sixty readers 
read in turn, each giving place to an¬ 
other as his or her voice became 
husky. 

Kingston (Jamaica) was given over 
to mob rule a few days ago, .and ns a 


result of collisions between the police 
and the populace two men were killed 
and more than thirty injured, some of 
them severely. The trouble was the 
result of a raise In fares announced 
by tho street railway company. Amer¬ 
icans were not spared in the rioting. 

Another crisis in Cuban affairs ap¬ 
parently is at hand. Reports from the 
island indicated that the unrest tem¬ 
porarily quieted by Secretary Knox’s 
recent note of warning is about to 
break out anew as a result of the 
Cuban Supreme Court decision inval¬ 
idating the law ousting office-holders 
who were Spanish sympathizers dur¬ 
ing the revolution. 

Three bills designed to remedy finan¬ 
cial difficulties in the Nevada taxation 
system were passed in the Legislature.

He said he intended 
marrying the girl, hut learned that 
she already had a husband who was in 
an insane asylum. 

Earl Standard, former bookkeeper of 
the American National Bank of Po¬ 
mona, Cal., wnose defalcation is de¬ 
clared by the institution’s officers to 
amount to $149,000, has been at his 
old home at Northboro, Page county, 
Iowa, within the last few days. Stand¬ 
ard is said to have been accompanied 
by his pretty girl wife, for whom it. is 
said he scattered money freely in Cali¬ 
fornia, spending $100 at a time for 
flowers and candy.

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TIMOTHY ACQUIHED 1 
OF MURDER BY JURY 

Chauffeur Who Shot J. J. Moore 
Given a Speedy Trial 

S. R. Timothy, charged with the mur¬ 
der of J. J. Moore, was acquitted, just 
one month to a day after his fatal 
pistol duel with the late capitalist in 
front of his homfe in San Mateo. The 
jury reached the verdict after delib¬ 
erating an hour and forty-five minutes. 
When Timothy heard the verdict tears 
came to his eyes. He rushed to the 
jury box and took each juror by the 
hand. Then he went to a corner of 
the courtroom, wept for a minute or 
so, then turned around smiling. 

The prosecution came to a sudden 
end when Judge George H. Buck re¬ 
fused to hear any testimony relating 
to events preceding the case. Nearly 
ten witnesses had been subpoenaed 
who were not called on to testify. 

Mrs. Moore was not called on to 
testify. She listened attentively dur¬ 
ing the trial. When told of the ver¬ 
dict of the jury Mrs. Moore showed 
signs of being pleased, but expressed 
no surprise. She made no comment 
other than saying that she did not 
understand why the prosecution had 
not called her as a witness. 

. Timothy took the stand and told his 
story, speaking in a straightforward 
manner and sharply answering ques¬ 
tions on cross-examination. 

The defense rested after calling a | 
number of witnesses to testify to Tim¬ 
othy’s character. After lengthy in-; 
structions on the law of the case were 
read by Judge Buck the jury retired, ; 
returning after an hour and forty-five 
minutes with the verdict of “not 1 
guilty.” The defendant was then dis¬ 
charged.

The men are George 
Figueros, who killed his wife in Los 
Angeles; Willis Luis, who murdered , 
his stepmother in San Luis Obispo be¬ 
cause his father, a Chinese merchant, 
had taken an American-born Chinese j 
wife, discarding his former wife, who j 
Is in China, and William Burk of San 
Diego, who killed the woman with 
whom he was living.

BANKERS JOIN IN 
APPEAL FOR MINT 


YUAN SHI KAI IS 
GIVEN SUPPORT 


Protests Wired to Congress 
Against Discontinuance 

An earnest and far reaching move¬ 
ment to prevent the discontinuance of 
the United States Mint at San Fran¬ 
cisco, as proposed in Congress, has 
been initiated among bankers, city of¬ 
ficials and business men of that place. 
A telegraphic campaign has been in¬ 
stituted and many telegrams sent to 
President Taft and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, in protest 
of the proposal of discontinuing the 
Mint. 

Following is the appeal of the Clear¬ 
ing-House Association: “The San 

Francisco Clearing-House Association, 
representing the banks on which de¬ 
volve to a large extent the task of 
providing a circulating medium for the 
Pacific Coast, respectfully deprecates 
any reduction in the appropriation for 
carrying on the activities of the United 
States Mint at San Francisco. This 
branch Mint, since its establishment 
in 1854, has coined in gold $1,672,000,- 
000, silver $185,000,000, and for the 
Philippine Government 74,000,000 sil¬ 
ver pesos. This Mint is at the center 
of the greatest gold and silver pro¬ 
ducing region of the world, extending 
from Alaska to Mexico, and from the 
Rocky mountains to the Orient. In 
this area gold and silver coins, and 
not paper money, have always been 
the circulating medium. It is more 
essential for the convenience of the* 
people of the United States than a 
mint situated in the middle or eastern 
part of the country. The Mint has 
always been self-supporting, the net 
profits for the last ten years having 
been over $5,000,000. Its closing would 
not result in any economy to the Gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Wliilo the Treasury Department has 
deemed it desirable to close the Mint 
on the plea of keeping down appro¬ 
priations, action will now be delayed 
for several weeks at least.

Convicted Bank Cashier Passes 
Away in County Jail 

W. B. Nash, bank cashier, convicted 
in San Francisco six weeks ago on a 
charge of having falsely represented 
the assets of the now defunct Market- 
Street Bank, and sentenced to serve 
five years in the prison, is dead of 
pneumonia in the County Jail. 

It has been the wish of Mrs. Nash, 
who was at the bedside of her hus¬ 
band when life passed out, that he 
might die in their apartments in the 
Union Square Hotel, but leniency on 
the part of the authorities came too 
late. When the Judge who sentenced 
him was appraised of Nash’s physical 
feebleness he admitted the bank cash¬ 
ier to bail in the sum of $5000, but 
friends of the afflicted man were un¬ 
able to raise the necessary amount. 
And when, Friday morning, the Judge 
issued to Sheriff Eggers an order of 
removal to any place desired by the 
banker’s family, Nash was so weak 
that an attempt to take him from his 
bed in the County Jail hospital meant 
certain death. 


NEW CHICKEN FEED 


Condensed Milk Diet Well Liked by 
Chickens. 

Finding that the long-continued 
drought has forced the price of ordi¬ 
nary chicken feed up to a point where 
it is impossible to feed laying hens 
and young broilers at a profit, the 
Young Market Company, Los Angeles, 
who are among the largest dealers in 
poultry in the city, have ordered 40,- 
000 pounds of condensed milk, which 
they will feed their market fowls. In 
the use of the milk the fluid is slightly 
diluted and placed in the coops in 
shallow pans. The fowls on which it 
has been tried in an experimental way 
have thrived amazingly on the odd 
diet, and it is the assertion of the 
experimenters that the problem of the 
high cost of living, as far as poultry 
is concerned, has been solved. No 
figures are yet available on the egg 
output under these circumstances, but 
Young believes it will be as large or 
larger than on cracked corn.

RESOLUTION OF INTENTION NO. 1. 


Resolved, That public interest and 
convenience require, and that it is the 
intention of the Board of Trustees of 
the City of South San Francisco to 
order the following street work to be 
done in said city, to-wit: 

That that portion of Bay View ave¬ 
nue between the southwest line of lot 
seventeen (17), block one hundred and 
thirteen (113), to the north line of lot 
fourteen (14), block one hundred and 
thirteen (113), on thewestside thereof; 
and that portion of Aspen avenue 
on both sides thereof from the east 
line of Maple avenue to the west line of 
Oliveavenue, includingall street inter¬ 
sections on each of said streets, 
be improved by constructing concrete 
curbs therein for the full length of 
each of said streets as above speci¬ 
fied, excepting w here such curbs are 
already constructed; and by filling in 
earth back of said curbs so as to 
bring sidewalks between curb and ar- 
lilical stone sidewalks tootlicial grade; 
and by constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks therein having a width of 
live (5) feet, commencing two (2) feet 
from the property line and extending 
five (5) feet toward the curb line, and 
for the full length of each of said 
streets as above specified, except¬ 
ing where such sidewalks are already 
constructed.

All of the herein proposed work 
shall be done in pursuance of an act 
of the Legislature of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia, designated as “Improvement 
Act of 1911”, approved April 7, 1911.

A Tale of the Late Cal¬ 
ifornia. Gold Seekers

In the spring of 1849 a train of wag¬ 
ons outfitted at St. Joseph. Mo., cross¬ 
ed the Missouri and set out across the 
plains for Denver. One of these wag 
ons contained the wife and two little 
children—a boy and a girl—besides the 
belongings, of Edward Starkweather. 
At that time the native inhabitants of 
the plains—the Indians, the buffalo and 
the prairie dog—were in possession. 
The Indians were ready to rob and 
murder those weaker than themselves, 
and this necessitated immigrants go¬ 
ing in company. 

Starkweather bad some money which 
was concealed on his wife’s person, 
for as yet there was no law west of

the Missouri river except the revolver. 
His purpose was, having crossed the 
continent, to grubstake himself and 
his family on this money while he 
prospected for gold. 

In the train was a man about Stark¬ 
weather’s age, Joel Bryant, who by his 
smooth way of talking gained his fel¬ 
low adventurers’ confidence. Men are 
gregarious and prefer to work—espe¬ 
cially to take risks—in company, and 
when Bryant told Starkweather that 
he calculated to reach the gold ground 
with $3,000 it occurred to the latter 
that they might pool their funds and 
buy property in which gold had been 
located, thereby greatly increasing 
their chances of success. Starkweath¬ 
er agreed to the proposition, and the 
Starkweathers toiled on over plain and 
mountain with brightened prospects. 

On reaching their journey’s end 
the Starkweather family lived in a 
tent while Starkweather and Bryant 
prospected and kept an eye open for 
localities where gold had been struck 
in paying quantities. At last they 
found an opportunity. Some men with¬ 
out means had secured a vein that 
promised well and. being operators 
rather than developers, were ready to 
sell. Bryant was anxious that he aud 
Starkweather should buy them out, 
but he said his money had been sent 
round the Horn to a San Francisco 
bank, and it would require some time 
to get it. He begged Starkweather to 
put up the necessary funds, and he 
would produce his share as soon as 
possible. Fearing to lose the purchase. 
Starkweather bought the mine in be¬ 
half of Bryant and himself, share and 
share alike. 

The mine looked well, but there was 
a hitch in the payment of Bryant’s 
portion of the purchase money due to 
his partner. Bryant showed a good 
deal of Impatience about its nonarrlv- 
al and finally concluded to go to San 
Francisco to discover what was the 
trouble. Before leaving he spent some 
time with a shyster lawyer, though 
Starkweather knew nothing about this. 
While Bryant was away the vein in 
the mine began to produce gold in 
largely paying quantities. Bryant was 
absent several months, then returned 


wun a story tnat srrucx ms partner 
with consternation. 

He had learned that the parties who 
had sold them the mine were not its 
legal owners. The real title to the 
property had been bought up by par¬ 
ties in San Francisco who bad organ¬ 
ized a company and appointed him 
(Bryanti their agent. He produced 
the papers. Starkweather showed 
them to a lawyer and was informed 
that, while they gave evidence of very 
sharp practice. Starkweather’s interest 
in the property could only be substan¬ 
tiated (if at alb at the end of a long 
legal contest. The defrauded man was 
advised to accept his loss. for. having 
paid all his money for the mine, he 
had none to carry on a suit which ! 
would probably go against him in the 
end He surrendered to Brvant. who 
was really his own agent and owner 
of the property under the name of the 
Excelsior Gold Mining company. 

Several years passed, during which 
the sufferings of the Starkweather 
family were in proportion to the in¬ 
creasing prosperity of the Excelsior 
Mining company. Bryant, who had 
used Starkweather’s money—the story 
of his own funds was a myth—to buy 
the mine waxed fat and sleek. He was 
known and respected throughout the 
gold region as a man prominent in the 
development of the mining interests of 
California. Starkweather was pitied 
as a poor devil who had neither busi¬ 
ness capacity nor luck; but. encouraged 
by a plucky wife, he went to work on 
the margin of a creek washing for gold 
and in this way managed to keep him¬ 
self and his family alive. 

But as he heard of the increasing 
volume of gold that was being taken 
nut of the mine that was by rights his 
own his heart grew harder and harder 
toward the man who had swindled 
him. Time and again he determined 
to go and have it out with Bryant, but 
ench time he was soothed and dissuad¬ 
ed by his wife, who argued that either 
he would kill Bryant or Bryant would 
kill him. If he killed Bryant he would 
be a murderer. lie always gave way to 
her persuasions. 

One day while Starkweather was out 
prospecting he found it necessary to 
pass around the side of a cliff whore 
the trail was but from one to three 
feet wide. Looking ahead, he saw a 
man coming. Starkweather was in 
rags. The other man was dressed in 
an expensive mountain costume. A 
second glance told the former that the 
latter was the de facto owner of the 
Excelsior mine. lie had grown ro¬ 
tund and about him was an air of im¬ 
portance begotten by prosperity. 

The meeting was one of contentment 
and despair. Mrs. Starkweather was 
not there to caution her husband and a 
resolution flashed upon him to take at 
least a slight revenge. He would force 
the man who had ruined him and his 
family to give way before him. There 
was no part of the path between them 
more than twenty-four inches wide. 
Bryant, seeing a man such as he was 
used to commanding coining, did not 
change his gait, expecting to be per¬ 
mitted to pass without trouble. Stark¬ 
weather stopped at the narrowest spot, 
standing square in the trail. 

“Step aside, my man," said Bryant. 
“You don't recognize me." 

Bryant started. The voice first told 
him who opposed his passage. Then 
beneath a beard that had grown griz¬ 
zly under trouble the face of his for¬ 
mer partner revealed itself to his vis¬ 
ion.

What is light? Whether it be the 
dim fox-fire produced by decaying 
wood, the mystical gleam of a firefly 
or a glowworm in the shadowy forest, 
the “Will o’ the Wisp” that flits hith¬ 
er and thither over a marsh, the flash 
from a meteor flying swiftly across 
the sky, the tremendous quiver from 
out the vast abyss of the star depths, 
the emblazoned pathway of a bolt of 
lightning, or whether it be the illumi¬ 
nation produced by a pine knot, a 
candle, a gas jet, an incandescent 
mantle or filament, light is one of 
nature’s mysteries—a problem set for 
man to solve. 

And man has learned in the ages 
that have elapsed since he was created, 
that by far the greatest part of the 
mystery lies with himself. The per¬ 
ception of light, heat, sound and pos¬ 
sibly of other forms of energy to which 
lie cannot as yet give even a name, de¬ 
pends almost entirely upon the chemi¬ 
cal and physical changes that take 
place within liis own body—especial¬ 
ly in the brain and its faithful out¬ 
posts in the nervous system. In our 
consideration of tiie wonderful proper¬ 
ties of light we shall not dwell at 
length upon the psychological phases 
of the subject, but shall attempt to 
make clear some of the simpler physi¬ 
cal phenomena with which everyone 
is more or less familiar, but which are 
nevertheless not generally understood.

PRISON- MADE FURNITURE 


New Offices to Be Fitted Out From 
San Quentin Factory. 

Prison-made furniture from the San 
Quentin penitentiary furniture shops 
is to be used in equipping the offices cf 
the State Board of Control at Sacra¬ 
mento, which have been enlarged 
through the acquisition of three offices 
formerly occupied by State Superin¬ 
tendent of Public Instruction Hyatt’s 
staff. The furniture shops at San 
Quentin, which started operation last 
August following the special bill 
passed at the 1911 session of the Leg¬ 
islature, already are supplying much 
of the new furniture for the State in¬ 
stitutions. Iron bed frames, mat¬ 
tresses, bed springs, desks, tables, 
chairs and also shoes, are being made 
by the prisoners, and all these are 
being used in the new equipment 
needed from time to time at the State 
institutions.
